Rail Brotherhood 
Is Fined $25,000 


CHICAGO (/P) — The Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen, a Federa: 
judge ruled yesterday in lining it 
$25,000, was responsible for the rail 
switchmen’s “sick” strike last De­ 
cember. 
Judge Michael L. Igoe imposed 
the fine on the rail union as full 
crews of switchmen ended a 10-day 
similar “sick” walkout and returned 
to work across the country. 
The fine was based on violation 
of a federal court order of Dec. 13 
directing the switchmen to return 
to work. The stoppage ended after 
three days. 
The union faces a second charge 
of contempt in connection with the 
walkout just ended. A hearing is 
scheduled for Feb. 14 but Igoe indi­ 
cated he would continue it to a later 
date. 


Judge Igoe, who dismissed charg­ 
es against 40 of its national and local 
officers and 31 lodges of the BRT 
in the contempt hearing, said: “As 
long as a union is functioning as a 
union, it must be responsible for 
the mass action of its members.” 


The government had asked Judge 
Igoe to fine the rail union $1,500,000, 
fine three of Its top officers a total 
of $100,000, and to consider fines 
for other officials of local unions 
in the Chicago area. 
Judge Igoe said he didn’t believe 
in imposihg “astronomical fines,” 
and added: “But the union must 
realize the great WTpng they have 
done.” 
There was no comment on the 
ruling from brotherhood or railroad 
officials In H il^r* ox Washington. 


Response to San Rafael’s second 
air raid siren test, held yesterday, 
was “fairly good” according to John 
Shelly, assistant city manager.

NO MAINTENANCE 
The resolution went on to say 
that no subsidy should be granted 
for maintenance or debt amortiz­ 
ation of any bridge out of state gas 
tax funds thereby depleting and de­ 
priving northern California of need­ 
ed funds for highways purposes.

Class For Deputies 
More than 500 special deputies of 
the Marin county sheriff’s office 
will begin special training in law 
enforcement for civil defense and 
disaster next week in a special 
training course set up through the 
cooperation of the College of Marin 
and Sheriff Walter B. Sellmer. 
The course is open to all special 
deputies of the sheriffs office, 
auxiliary police from the incorporat­ 
ed towns in the county, and law ÍU* 
forcement heads from the unin« 
corporated civil defense and disas­ 
ter area. 
Sheriff Sellmer pointed out that 
in order to take the course, a pros­ 
pective officer must first be ap­ 
pointed a special deputy by his of­ 
fice. 
Meetings will be held once each 
week for each trainee, but in three 
locations. They will be held in Mill 
Valley, Kentfield, and San Rafael 
with each officer attending the 
meeting most convenient for him. 
Sheriff Sellmer explained that 
the course was split up into three 
groups in order to cut down the size 
of each and to make them more 
convenient. 
The three-hour sessions will begin 
at the following places at 7 pm. on 
yie date indicated: 
Tamalpais high school, Monday, 
February 19; 
College of Marin, 
Wednesday, February 21; San Ra­ 
fael high school, Thursday, Febru­ 
ary 23, (meetings at San Rafael will 
be held on Friday nights after the 
first meeting). 
Deputies should notify Sellmer’s 
office of which ^ course they plan to 
attend and should attend the same 
one each week. 
In addition to the 33 hour basic 
law enforcement course, officers 
will be required to complete a 23 
hour first aid training course before 
July 1. Details of the first aid 
course will be explained at a later 
date. 
The course of study for the first 
portion of the training will include 
3 hours of duties of an auxiliary of­ 
ficer, 6 hours of traffic control, 12 
hours of police procedures, 6 hours 
of patrol and observation training 
and 6 hours of atomic defense. 
Sellmer said the training will be 
conducted by trained instructors 
supplied by the College of Marin 
Director of Adult Education Dr. - 
Samuel LeCount. 
Law enforcement officers of local 
civil defense and disaster organiza­ 
tions are invited to participate in 
the training, the sheriff repeated, 
but they must first be made special 
deputies. 
Sheriff Sellmer urged all persons 
who have been appointed law en­ 
forcement officers to contact him 
regarding the training. He added 
that this course has the full sane- ’ 
tion of Col. E. Carl Kngelhart, 
county coordinator.

What Now, Chest? 
PLUNGING NECK LINE

" Tuesday night Marin Community Chest holds 
•its annual membership meeting, followed by the 
1 initial meeting of the new board of directors. 
* Neither meeting is likely to be a hilarious one. 
r There are too many serious problems facing 
the chest this year, if there is a this year, to 
^schedule anything but serious gatherings. 
. Not since 1945, last year of the War Chest# 
•predecessor to the Community Chest, has the 
chest made its budget goal in Marin county. Not 
since 1945 has the county’s chest topped $100,000, 
although each year except 1946 the goal had 
been more than that amount. 
Last year’s goal was compiled by taking budget 
requests of the 10 member agencies, trimming 
them down to the core, and then adding them 
up. Average reduction in each agency’s budget 
* was 25 per cent. In other words before the 
dnve started the average agency had a goal of 
only 77 per cent of what it thought was neces* 
■ * fary* 
* Then the drive fell well below its mark. It hit 
only 78 per cent to be exact. This meant that 
. the average agency received about 60 per cent 
* of what it had thought was its minimum needs. 
Some agencies can scrape through for a year 
\or two on that sort of budget, but it’s purely a 
j; temporary thing. Eventually the individual 
agencies will have to seek permission to conduct 
supplementary drives of their ow?n. In 1948, 
when the drive fell far short of its goal, a blanket 
permission was granted all agencies to conduct 
these supplementary drives. This defeats the 
real purpose of the chest, to reduce the number 
. of campaigns for funds in a community. 
But something obviously has to be done for 
the sake of the organizations. They are wither­ 
ing of malnutrition. 
Numerous suggestions ranging up to abandon­ 
m ent of the chest itself have been put forth. 
Two are worth special consideration. 
The Boy Scout organization is by far the larg­ 
est of the agencies. Its budget and manpower is 
approximately a third of all the others combined. 
Jk has been suggested guardedly from both the 
Scout side of the fence §nd from other agencies, 
that maybe the Scouts should conduct their own 
t campaign, as Red Cross does, and let the other 
J agencies continue as the chest. 
K 
This has been tried with great success in Santa 
j Barbara, where a similar situation existed. The 
¡ Boy Scouts withdrew from the chest last year 
* and conducted their own campaign. The Scouts 
"Jot more money than they ever did under the 
chest—and the chest collected more money than 
when the Scouts were included. 
But there are those who think the withdrawal 
of the Boy Scouts might lead to the withdrawal 
of other youth organizations. This, these people 
say, would lead to the collapse of the chest. 
A more realistic approach seems to be the 
splitting of the chest into two parts. Happily 
Marin Community Chest naturally splits that 
way, into two five-agency units. 
One we could call the Youth Chest, including 
the Boy ^couts, Girl Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, 
Catholic Youth Organization, andOfoung Men’s 
Christian Association. 
The other could be the Welfare Chest, com­ 
prising Catholic Social Service, Family Service 
Agency, St. Vincent’s School for Boys, Sunny 
Hills, and the USO. 
If, using the present paid manager system 
with a consolidated headquarters, two campaigns 
were conducted say six months apart, it seems 
likely both would have a better chance of meet­ 
ing their goals than they would combined. 
The appeal for each drive could be more con­ 
solidated, either youth or welfare. The possi­ 
bility of getting two smaller sums from one 
donor, rather than one larger one, is greater. 
Yet the theory of a chest organization has been 
kept intact. * 
* This year’s chest directors indeed have a 
-serious problem facing ihem. May they make

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Cold, That Yellow Stuff, Going 
Artistic To Land Higher Price

NEW YORK—(/P5—Gold Is going 
artistic in a big and profitable 
way. Gold brings |4S an ounce 
after being fixed up a little for 
the free market. And monetary 
gold brings only $35 an ounce at 
Fort Knox. 
This $8 an ounce Incentive is 
attracting an increasingly larger 
percentage of the world’s gold 
production into the free market. 
Perhaps 40 per cent of the gold 
mined in South Africa^—the world’s 
greatest gold producer—Is being 
sold for artistic, commercial or 
industrial uses at the higher rate, 
although the South African 
government holds formally to the 
$35 level for currency 'purposes. 
Canadian gold miners are pes­ 
tering their government to let 
them sell at least part of their 
four million ounce annual pro­ 
duction at the artistic, rather than 
the Fort Knox, price. 
All governments keep a sharp 
eye on the sale of gold, but in 
the black markets in the Orient, 
gold sells even higher than the 
$43 in the few free markets of 
the world. 
Black markets exist because no 
government allows its currency

to be exchanged freely for gold. 
Persons with different ideas of 
what gold is worth buy and sell 
what they can get in the black 
markets. 
This is how the artistic gold 
deal works: 
Gold is fashioned into figurines, 
spoons, cigarette cases or bands 
and sold. If they choose, the 
buyers can melt the artistic gold 
down, refine it to monetary bar 
standards and get $43 an ounce 
in the free markets. 
Gold miners Insist that the U.S. 
Treasury price of $35 an ounce Is* 
too low, and that if the farmer 
and manufacturer get more for 
their products, the gold miner 
should get more for what he pro­ 
duces. 
The artistic route isn’t the only 
one that gold takes in finding 
its way into the free or black 
markets. Large offerings of what 
was reported to be Russian or 
Chinese holdings appeared on the 
free market a year ago. 
The U.S. Treasury, or course, 
stipulates firmly that no gold 
bought from it must be allowed 
to reach the free market. And 
there is no proof that any of it 
ever did, directly. 


The Fort Knox hoard has been 
dwindling at a record rate since 
Korea, as this country buys more 
materials from other lands. The 
hoard, which at its peak of $24.4 
billion in December, 1949, is now 
a little less than $22.4 billion. Of 
this $2 billion decline, $1.6 billion 
has come since Korea. 
The United States still has the 
lion’s share, however. The com­ 
bined gold holdings of all other 
countries — except Russia, whose 
figures are a secret—are put at 
$10.6 billion. Federal reserve banks 
in the United States report they 
have $5.6 billion in gold earmarked 
for foreign account. 
Russia’s gold production is also 
a secret, but some mining sources 
estimate it at around six million 
ounces a year. United States 
miners turned out 2,391,683 fine 
ounces in 1950, compared with the 
record high of 4,869,949 ounces In 
1940. 
As long as the United States* 
gold holdings are twice as big as 
the rest of the world (except 
Russia) combined, the U. S. Trea­ 
sury’s policy of maintaining $35 
gold can’t be affected by any deal­ 
ings on the black market. 


W. Europe Uneasy 
Over Strife Of 
Russia, Yugoslavia

W estern Europe is stirring uneasily over indi­ 
cations of strife between the Soviet Union and 
non conformist Yugoslavia. 
General Tito, the Yugoslav dictator, himself 
has announced bluntly that Russia and her satel­ 
lites are plotting to “swallow" Yugoslavia. He 
sa: his country’s borders are directly menaced 
by armies totaling 660,000 men. 
There are signs that the showdown between 
all-highest Moscow and an ideologically rebel­ 
lious Tito may not be long delayed. “The Econ­ 
omist,” British weekly, points out that “Tito’s 
most serious present difficulty is a shortage of 
food, which would seem to suggest that if he is 
to be attacked it will be before the harvest." 
That is a deduction which looks like justi­ 
fiable speculation. However, it may be qualified 
with the fact that the United States is in process 
of shipping $70,000,000 worth of food to hard-hit 
Yugoslavia and that some of it already is being 
distributed. A mild winter has aided the dis­ 
tribution. 


AND WHAT IS the interest of the western 
powers in a Yugoslavia which not so long ago 
was saluting Moscow as the source of all good? 
The answer is that Yugoslavia (if in the west­ 
ern camp) would, together with Greece and 
Turkey form a powerful right flank for the west­ 
ern allies in defending not only western Europe 
but the Aegean and Mediterranean theaters. 
That is true geographically, and it is also true 
in the sense that these three countries boast 
some of the world’s top fighting men. 
Yugoslavia has been accusing Russia of calcu­ 
lating to strike at Tito’s regime through four 
Red satellite neighbors of Yugoslavia—Romania, 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Albania. The Yugo­ 
slavs declare that these four countries have been 
creating aggressive border incidents during re­ 
cent months. 
Tito accuses Moscow of maneuvering to 
create an excuse for invasion. He says Yugo­ 
slavia faces a struggle for its survival.

IT IS OF MORE than passing interest that, 
coincident with this statement by the general­ 
issimo, an army spokesman intimated to the 
public for the first time that Yugoslavia would 
look to the west for aid in case of war.

Many Possible Causes 
For Repeated, Persistent 
Attacks Of Hives 
When attacks of hives are per­ 
sistent and repeated, the dis­ 
order is known medically as 
chronic urticaria. This affliction 
is closely related to another, equal­ 
ly distressing, known as angio­ 
neurotic edema, in which there 
is itching and swelling of the tis­ 
sues, particularly about the mouth. 
Both disorders probably arise from 
the same causes: at any rate, pa­ 
tients who suffer from one are 
often subject to the other. 
Many possible causes for these 
disorders have been proposed. A 
careful study of a large group of 
cases reveals that, In most in­ 
stances, several conditions can 
contribute to their development. 
For example, a number of the 
patients had evidences of infec­ 
tion in the tpeth, tonsils, sinuses, 
gallbladder, or lungs. Sometimes 
the condition was brought on by 
oversensitivity to substances with 
which the skin came • in contact, 
such as cosmetics or wool. In 
other cases, the patients were 
oversensitive to temperature 
changes, to heat, cold, or even to 
exercise. The abuse of laxatives 
was responsible in a number of 
instances. 
OTHER DISORDERS 
The only other disorders which 
seem to be commonly associated 
with chronic urticaria and angio­ 
neurotic edema are those disturb­ 
ances definitely due to allergy, 
such as year ’round hay fever and 
asthma. 
Fifty-five patients upre skin- 
tested for allergies and, in 54 
instances, positive reactions oc­ 
curred. The skin tests are made 
by injecting extracts of various 


, substances under the skin and 
noting whether a red swelling oc­ 
curs at the point of injection. Most 
of the patients showed definite re­ 
actions to foods. A number also 
reacted to pollens from plants, to 
dusts, molds, and bacteria. 
VARIETY OF LINES 
Since there are so many factors 
which help to produce these con- 
% ditions, treatment is given along 
a variety of lines. The antihista­ 
mine drugs are helpful, and some 
patients may respond to their use 
alone. If one antihistamine drug 
does not bring relief, others should 
be tried since where one fails 
others may often succeed. 
Vaccines made up of a group of 
bacteria also seem to cure soma 
cases. Since some patients may 
be sensitive to certain drugs, par­ 
ticularly the salicylates or com­ 
pounds containing phenolphtha- 
lein, care must be taken in the 
administration of any drug prep­ 
arations. 
In one patient studied, a cura 
was brought about by removing 
a cyst at the root of one of the 
teeth. Another was cured by re­ 
moval of the gallbladder. Thus, 
when a person suffers from 
chronic hives or angioneurotio 
edema, he is In need of a thorough 
study by his physician so that any 
of the contributing causes may be 
found and eliminated.

Hoover Urges Strong Air, Sea 
Power; Less Land Fighting 


Former President 


Warns Against Battle 


With Russia On Land 


NEW YORK OP)—Herbert Hoover, 
declaring that air and sea might are 
America’s 
best 
weapons 
against 
aggression, said last night that land 
war against Russia would risk “the 
loss of all civilization.” 
He urged a period of watchful 
waiting for evidence of Europe's 
unity and military strength before 
sending more ground troops there. 
The former Republican president 
said that instead of committing 
land armies abroad, the UJ5. should 
build “overwhelming air and naval 
power" for use against Russia if she 
attacks Europe. 
“A land offensive against the 
Communists,*' he said, "could bring 
no military victory, no political con­ 
clusion.” It could bring catastrophe 
to America, he added, "with no sal­ 
vation to Europe." 
In his second major foreign policy 
speech in recent weeks, Hoover 
urged emphasis on production of 
planes, ships and munitions and 
sending of supplies to nations “doing 
their utmost to defend themselves.” 
PROPOSES AID FOR CHIANG 
He proposed that Chiang Kai- 
Shek be freed "to do what he wishes 
to China” and that the UJS. "fur­ 
nish him with munitions.” 
His address, carried nationally 
over the radio, seemed to modify 
somewhat his widely debated "Gi­ 
braltar speech of six weeks ago. 
But the 76-year-old Hoover in no 
way repudiated his basic thesis that 
America should strengthen itself, 
and its ocean perimeters, as the 
safest means of adverting disaster. 
He said, however, that "we should 
be prepared to make heavy sacri­ 
fices” to help free nations. 
“But we should do it with common 
sense, within our strength, with a 
long view of history in mind.” 
Declaring that the nation cannot 
sustain for long a budget of $71.6 
billions and the tax load it de­ 
mands, he urged reduction of na­ 
tional spending "to a level we can 
carry over a long term of years.” 
STALIN HOPES FOR COLLAPSE 
"The economic destruction of the 
V S. is one of the means by which 
Stalin hopes to overcome us,” he 
said. 
He declared It was an "unbearable 
strain on our economic system” to 
try 
simultaneously 
to 
maintain 
armies in the Pacific, build an air 
and naval force, arm free nations 
and send land armies to Europe. 
"The whole Korean tragedy is de­ 
veloping proof that the way to 
punish aggressors is from the sir 
and sea and not by land armies,” 
he said, 
Opposing the creation of land 
armies for expeditions "into the 
quicksands of either Europe or 
China,” Hoover said that Stalin’s 
"greatest hope is to get us into a 
land war.” 
Instead of great armies, he main­ 
tained that air and naval power, "if 
large enough, Is Europe’s real pro­ 
tection.” 
After Hoover’s previous speech, 
his proposals were called isolation­ 
ism by President Truman. But as 
before, Hoover denied this, saying: 
“I am not advocating isolationism, 
but if other nations should fail, we 
may be isolated by force of circum­ 
stances and against our will.”

Why not say “I Love You” to the 
whole family with a sugar-coated 
Valentine cake? It will show them 
that you are in the spirit of things, 
and will give a party air to dinner.

Lenten Luncheon 
Creamed chicken topped with 
flaky pastry is a dish that’s rated 
among the best. But golden pas­ 
try makes as delectable a carrier 
of seafood flavor as it does of 
chicken or turkey. Suggested for 
a Lenten luncheon is a deep dish 
oyster ¡de which uses one pint of 
oysters. Half of the cleaned oys­ 
ters are placed on the bottom of 
the pastry shell. Top the oysters 
with 34 cup diced celery, salt and 
peper and 34 cup butter or mar­ 
garine. Put another layer of oys­ 
ters on top and .add, an. additional 
34 cup butter or margarine. Cover 
all with pastry. Bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees F> 45 minutes. 


Fruited Loaf 
Brighten meals with the famous 
combination of ham and pineapple. 
Sprinkle brown sugar over the bot­ 
tom of a greased loaf pan covered 
with crushed pineapple. Top with 
a ground ham and pork loaf com­ 
bination. When baked, turn the 
loaf upside down for tempting 
serving. 


When you take freshly baked 
bread or rolls from the oven, take 
them out of the pans at once. 
This keeps moisture from con­ 
densing and spoiling the crisp­ 
ness of the crust. Set loaves of 
bread, on cooling rack, or across 
the edges of the baking pans to 
cool. Be careful not to place them 
in a draft, as cold air blowing 
over hot loaves causes the crust 
to crack. If you like, brush the 
tops of the loaves and rolls with 
fat to help keep them from be­ 
coming dry. 


Solad Tip 
When you dress your salad right 
at the table add the salad oil first, 
then toss, before you sprinkle with 
vinegar. This way the oil adheres 
to the leaves. Season well wife 
salt, freshly-ground pepper, and 
any favorite herb. 


New to grocery shelves — m i 
kitchen cupboards—is a condensed 
consomme. 
It’s a clear amber 
broth with chicken plus vegetable 
flavor. It's an excellent base for 
onion soup, and it’s also good to 
use for stock for sauces.

Doubt On Tale 
Of Big. Brave

In the hills north of San Rafael 
dwelt the Evil One, according to . 
an ancient legend of the Hookoeko 
Indians who lived and died for 
untold centuries in what is now 
Marin county. 
But it wasn’t the Devil, although 
it might as well have been, that 
'the great Indian chief, Marin, was 
addressing when he said* "If I had 
even one hundred braves I would 
continue the fight, but you have 
killed all of us except the old men, 
the children and. the sq.ua. ws. So 
you won not only a victory but a 
paradise." 
/ 
CHIEF MARIN, h e a d of the 
Nicasio Indians, was speaking bit­ 
terly to his Spanish conquerors 
some 125-years ago. Standing on 
top of Mt. Tamalpais, or "bay 
county mountain" which in the 
Indian tongue is a combination of 
two of their words, Tam-mal 
meaning bay country and pl-is for 
mountain, Marin indicated the 
panoramic view with a sweep of 
his defiant hand. 
"You Spaniards now get alP 
this," he continued. “I, Chief 
Marin, know this to' 'be the best of 
all the bay country land, this 
Tam-mal which until now be­ 
longed to my people." 
7— 
Then without a backward glance 
at his conquerors Marin strode 
majestically into the mountain 
brush and disappeared. Soon af­ 
terwards he began. Ills new trade, 
that of ferrying both Indians and 
their new white rulers from San 
Francisco to 'his beloved Tam-mal 
across the bay. 
• Due to the teaching of the mis­ 
sionaries Chief Marin even em- 
' braced Christianity and so well 
'known did he become and. so 
closely was he associated with this 
new Spanish land whose shores on 
«me side are lapped by 'the San

him Marin and since he ^ 
claimed the land where he docked 
his ferry at the end of its short 
northern voyage the Spaniard 
humored him by also calling R 
Marin. 


Francisco bay and on the other by 
the Pacific Ocean that the Span­ 
iards fell Into the habit of calling 
their newest territory, Marin. 
Or so one popular version goes 
as to' 'the naming of Marin county. 
SEVERAL HISTORIANS cast 
serious shadows of doubt on this 
romantic legend. More than one 
frankly state that Marin was 
neither an Indian chief or pen a 
good. Indian but Instead was a 


renegade brave who was cunning 
enough to seek out the mission­ 
aries and under the cloak of 
Christianity gain protection from 
his pursuers. 
In fact they even state that his 
name at this time was not Marin! 
Regardless of that, the Fran­ 
ciscan friars did. their' job well, 
and soon afterwards, according to 
these same recorders of history, 
the rebellious redman became a

good Christian. In his new life he 
began to earn a peaceful living by 
ferrying passengers 'between San. 
Francisco and the northern shore 
of the Golden Gate. 
So popular did he become, and 
so expert a sailor, that the Span­ 
iards began to call him El Marin­ 
ero, or in their language, the 
sailor. In turn El Marinero found 
his name much too hard for his 
Indian tongue and he shortened it 
to Marin. 
Gradually 
his travelers called 


EVEN AFTER MARIN 
called away by the Great Spirit 
because, as many American pio­ 
neers insisted, he was needed on 
the River Styx to ferry those who 
had preceeded. him, the 
Marin was still used to refer to 
the paradise which lay opposite 
San Francisco. 
But other students of history 
claim that Marin was chief of the 
Lacatu.it Indians, not the Nicasio 
Indians, and that it was he who 
led his little band against the 
newly founded mission of San Ra­ 
fael. 
Soon his forces were Joined by 
those led by another Indian chief 
whose name was Quentin. 
Shortly afterwards Chief Quen­ 
tin was tracked to a point jutting 
out into the bay where he was fi­ 
nally captured, but not without a 
fight. Thereafter this litUe pe­ 
ninsula was known, as Point Quen­ 
tin, or as the Spaniards called it» 
San Quentin. 
Perhaps fate ruled that a bad 
Indian would make his last stand 
there and that his battleground, 
would become the location for 
future outlaws and criminals for 
it is there that San Quentin prison 
is located. 
Chief Marin continued his one­ 
sided ww against 'the white1 men 
but-he too was captured by the 
guards of the San Rafael mfaaton. 
Under the guidance and care of 
the missionaries Marin became a 
'Christian .and turned his ablllty 
to that of being an expert boat­ 
man. So well known did he be­ 
come up and down the San Fran­ 
cisco bay that he gave’ bis name 
to his native land. 
But whether he was good or bad, 
a renegade redman or a proud In­ 
dian. chief, this colorful Indian, left, 
his name to an area as picturesque 
as the legend which surround» 
him. 
And when California was ad­ 
mitted to the Union In 1850 it «as 
this same land of Marin’s which 
formed one of the twenty seven 
original counties that made up the 
Golden Bear state.

Girard’s president is serious 
about not knowing why people 
like the dressing. “All we know 
is that people like It the way it is, 
and we’re going to continue to 
make it this way until they change 
their minds.” 
And from the way sales have 
been climbing, people certainly 
aren’t changing their minds. 
In February 1939, itc first month, 
Girard’s made a gross profit of 
$932.38. The total production for 
1939 was less than 1,000 dozen 
bottles. (When you're filling cases 
with one or two dozen bottles at 
a time it’s easier to count them 
that way.) 
In December 1950, a poor month 
for Girard's, 14,300 dozen bottles 
were filled with dressing and in 
the past month 16,204 dozen were 
produced. 
, Of course the flavor of Girard’s 
'_te-ite:most important selling point, 
but flavor alone isn’t going to give 
an increase like that. 
Rhoades has another answer: 
“We have advertised extensively 1” 
Girard’s believes in direct con­ 
sumer contacts and for that rea­ 
son uses full page newspaper ads, 
and radio and television shows and 
spot announcements. 
Girard’s advertising budget has 
grown with production from $1,378 
in 1939 to an estimated $100,009 
for 1961. 
'*“In advertising you-try to im­ 


plant a ‘buy’ concept In the mind of 
the public,” Rhoades, a former adver­ 
tising man, points out 
In its television advertising Girard’s 
Implants the ‘buy’ concept with a 
clever use of rhythm and a well formed 
pair of legs. The short commercial has 
a tap dancing bottle of Girard’s dress­ 
ing tapping to an announcers’ rhyming 
script. “It’s a reverse twist on the sing­ 
ing commercial,” Rhoades says. 
The company, through its San Fran­ 
cisco agency of Lockwood, Shackelford, 
is launching a research study into rea­ 
sons behind the success of top shows, 
songs, movies and radio programs.

It is 
shipped in tank trucks and stored un­ 
der pressure of inert nitrogen gas in 
order to prevent spoilage through con­ 
tact with Air. 
Cider vinegar, and dry wine vinegar, 
are purchased in nearby Sebastopol 
and stored in large wooden tanks.

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HOMES FOR AMERICANS 


“Nothing is the worse for a 
little water," said O Henry, but 
lie wasn’t talking abqut a house. 
In as many ways as water is a 
Messing to the home owner, it 
can be a bane. It can leak through * 
places where there are no cracks. 
It can run up hill. (The man 
Who questions that never heard of 
capillary attraction.) 
# 
And In Its invisible form, .as 
vapor, it can fill the air in your 
house, steam up and frost cold 
window panes, form puddles below 
them, spoil paint and wallpaper 
and wreak havoc inside the walls. 
At this time of the year you'll 
hear new home owners, especially, 
complaining about condensation. 
Their windows are sweating, or 
freezing. They want to do,some­ 
thing about it. 
• 
• 
• 
TO GET AT THE ROOT of the 
problem you have to analyse con­ 
densation. It actually is a form of 
distillation. Warm air is capable 
of holding much more Invisible 
vapor than cold air. An average 
sise house heated, to TO degrees In 
winter can easily hold two gallons 
of water In Its air. 
When that air hits a cold sur­ 
face, your distillery works. You 
can see the same thing in the 
• summer when a b***as of ice water 
begins to sweat. 
A neighbor of mine, who has 
metal casement windows, is so 
bothered by condensation that he 
Is about to spend 1500 for metal 
storm sash for his six-room house. 
Obviously the storm scsh will 
give him some reduction in heat 
loss and some Increase in comfort. 
But to regard that expenditure 
aa a cure-all for condensation is 


to f>u| the cart before the horse. 
Storm sash will mjnltwiM ft nr! 
perhaps remove the evidence of 
condensation on his windows. But 
that will not mean his louse is 
free of excessive moisture — the' 
cause of condensation. The vapor 


will still be there. It will still be 
exerting its constant pressure to 
get out. It wilt still work through 
the walls. 
Only a drying out of the house, 
proper control of moisture at its. 
source and regular ventilation can 
remove the causes of condensa­ 
tion. 
Structural materials can store 
considerable amounts of moisture. 
In new houses the lumber may 
not be cured the way it was a 
generation ago. It probably was 
rained on . several times during 
construction. The plastee holds 
gallons of water that will evapo­ 
rate for months.

ALL HOUSES, new or old, wilt 
absorb considerable moisture dur­ 
ing the summer. On humid days 
the dried out plaster and wood­ 
work will act as a blotter and 
drink water out of the air.

Housekeeping Is an art. There 
are easy ways to do your work, 
and there are hard ways. It may 
take a bit of studying to figure 
out the easy ways—but it's worth 
it when you consider the time and 
energy you’ll be able to save.

Simplified 
Housekeeping 
M e t h o d s . 
The 
courses are especially designed for ' 
heart patients, but any home­ 
maker will profit by following 
many of their suggestions. 
All of the easier housekeeping 
methods are based on good com­ 
mon sense. For example, you know 
that certain activities are more 
'tiring than others. Stooping, lift­ 
ing, pushing and pulling, reaching 
and stretching are all to be avoid­ 
ed as much as possible if you're 
trying to conserve energy. 
If you want to simplify your 
work, the first step is to study 
each job and find out just what 
it Involves. The job of doing the 
dishes, for instance, includes clear­ 
ing the table, scraping and stack­ 
ing, washing and putting away. 
Next, think what is the purpose 
of each job and how important 
or unimportant it is. Why should 
you waste time and energy ironing 
articles which coul be folded and 
I used rough dry? Why not elimin­ 
ate unnecessary details such as 
drying the . dishes and peeling 
potatoes? 
There is a right 'time 'and place 
for every Job to oe done. For ex­ 
ample, a mad rush can be avoided 
■ in 'the morning if. you put up 
j lunches the night before and store 
; them In the refrigerator. It also 
helps to set'. the table ano make 
other preparations for breakfast. 
/ 
Extra „ motions can be avoided 
" by combining details or doing 
th a n in a different order. Cooking 
» and serving food in the same dish 
saves time in serving and dish­ 
washing. 
When mixing a cake, avoid 


dirtying extra utensils by measur­ 
ing dry ingredients first, then 
using the same measuring cup and 
spoons for wet ingredients. 
Decide' who * should do each job, 
how it should be done, and with 
what equipment. Other members 
of the family should have a share 
in keeping the home running 
smootbly-rbut be sure they know 
what to expected of them. And see 
that jobs are suited to the ability 
of the person.^

often make a vast difference in 
your work. Here are a few ideas:

garage will form a pleasing unit. 
The attached, fully-enclosed ga­ 
rage gives a rambling effect to the 
small house and uses a minimum 
of valuable yard space. A long 
driveway to a garage in the rear 
takes up about 16% of a 50-xlQ0' 
plot; if the garage to near the front 
of the house within 26 or 25 feet 
of the street, only 4% of yard to 
sacrificed. 
in attaching a garage to the 
house, do not let It extend for­ 
ward further than the front of the 
house 
itself. 
More 
interesting 
architectural lines are achieved if 


it is set back about 6 feet so that 
a jog is formed. 


Any attached garage should be 
built with a view to fire-safety 
especially as regards the walls ad­ 
joining the dwelling. Most build­ 
ers meet this requirement by in­ 
stalling full-thick non-combustible 
insulation in garage walls and 
roof. Should a fire break out, the 
flames will be held back from an 
hour to an hour and a half.

Take the kitchen for instance. 
Instead, of cramming" your shelves 
full and complaining that you 
need more space, why not im­ 
provise:? Put glass shelves In your 
'Windows to hold an overflow of 
glasses. Three' or four shelves at 
'the top windows (.which can be: 
removed in. the summertime} can. 
hold. '40' to 50 glasses, and add a 
distinctive touch to' your kitchen 
windows. Instead, of curtains, put 
up 'practical and interesting bam­ 
boo blinds or leave the windows 
bare except for 'the shelves. 
The blinds can 'be painted a 
sold 'Color or painted in stripes 
(along 'the width, about 6 inches, 
a p a r t is interesting).

I 
Not Cheap For Beginners 


A beginner with roses can have 
a wonderful time his first season 
—if he follows directions. He will 
be better off also if 1m doesn’t 
look for bargains when buying. 
Number I grade insures the 
grower of twe or three good stems 
at the start and a well-balanced 
root system. He should be plant­ 
ing dormant, bare-root bushes, for 
early season planting. 
Well, what does he do now? 
First he should select a spot for 
planting where the rose will get 
sun at least half the day. The soil 
at the start is not so important as 
the general exposure. Too, a good 
sweep of air is necessary for the 
best growth. He should avoid 
. shut-in pockets close to tall build­ 
ings. 
Provided there is no layer of 
hardpan or shale cloee under­ 
neath, good roses can be grown 
without digging the soil more than 
12 inches deep. It’s best to form 
a cone of soil as a rest for the 


point where the roots come to­ 
gether. .Peatmoss» 'Old manure, or 
compost should be added to sandy 
soil to help it hold water. 
The .roots should be: covered 
with topeeil and the hole filled 
to near original level. Ne xt » 
flood th e planting area with 
water. As the water sinks, pull 
up on the bush so that the knob 
of the graft is just below the sur­ 
face. 
# 
Wet soil should never be tramp­ 
ed. Just let the water pull the soil 
tightly about the roots. Before 
the bed is leveled with dry soil, 
those stems not pruned by the 
nurseryman should be cut back to 
8 inches. 
A good watering once a week and 
an application of an all-purpose 
dust or spray to control the more 
common diseases and pests should 
be 
the only chores connected 
with rose-growing. The rest is all 
enjoyment—provided we followed 
directions in planting.

Insect Control Important 


Decorator Tells How To Buy 


Hand Blown Or Pressed Glassware 


By SHELDON N. JACKSON 
Marin Farm Adviser 
The one thing that takes the 
Joy out of gardening is the horde 
of pests that always invade the 
best plants or best blooms. To 
produce good vegetables or good 
flowers, one must wage a con­ 
stant war against pests. 
Watchfulness is the first step 
in control of these invaders. The 
gardener simply cannot plant veg­ 
etables or flowers and go away 
and leave them. He must keep 
close check on 
the individual 
plants to see that insects do not 
attack. Oftentimes, the infesta­ 
tion of garden pests is not noticed 
until great damage has been done. 
It is then often too late to. do a 
good Job of control. 
The second step in control is 
the old-fashioned method of hand 
picking the larger insects such as 
squash bug, caterpillar, snails, and 
slugs. This is an effective means 
of control. In certain instances, 
hand picking is the best control 
method. 
CLEAN CULTURE is a step in 
pest control that is oftentimes 
o v e r l o o k e d . 
The 
remnants 
of crops left over from the pre­ 
vious season are harbors for in­ 
sects. From the places of refuge, 
they emerge to attack the new 
plants or new growth of the pres­ 


ent season. Weeds are often a 
source of insect infestation. They 
harbor on the weeds until the 
weeds start to dry, or move to 
the plants in the garden because 
of a preference for them. Ail rub­ 
bish piles should ’ be burned or 
carried away. It is in these places 
that sow bugs, snails, and the like 
hide and breed. 
The fourth step in insect con­ 
trol is the use of insecticides. In­ 
secticides may be divided into 
three groups — stomach poisons, 
contact poisons, o r fumigants. 
There is a place for each one of 
these groups in the control of 
pests. Fumigants are not used in 
the garden as much as the first 
two. The stomach poisons are for 
chewing insests such as earwigs, 
cutworms, caterpillars, slugs, sow- 
bugs, snails, etc. Contact insecti­ 
cides are for use against aphids, 
spider mites, scales, etc. 
There arc many kinds of stom­ 
ach poisons and each has its par­ 
ticular use. C r y o l i t e (sodium 
fluoaluminate) is the recommend­ 
ed material for the home vege­ 
table garden. It is less toxic to 
humans and warm-blooded ani­ 
mals. 
Calcium arsenate and lead ars­ 
enate are effective stomach poi­ 
sons for garden pests, but un­ 
fortunately they are highly toxic

to humans. These materials should 
never be applied to any vegetable 
crop or vegetation that is intend­ 
ed for human or animal consump­ 
tion. 
The contact insecticides include 
s u c h - m a t e r i a l s as nicotine 
tblackleaf 40), mineral oils, lime 
sulfur, and some of the newer 
organice such as DDT, Chlordane, 
Benzene, Hexachloride and others. 
ere. 
AS A GENERAL RULE, vege­ 
tables may be dusted and flowers 
sprayed for control of garden 
pests. Dusting should be done in 
the early morning or evening 
when there is little or no wind. 
Drift of 
insecticides to other 
plants must be reduced to a min­ 
imum. Never allow poison dusts to 
drift onto the property of others. 
Since there is no objection to 
poison residue on flowering plants 
or ornamentals, 
they may be 
sprayed. 
The following suggestions may 
be helpful in the application of 
any spray material. Always mix a 
fresh batch of the material to be 
used and put in a clean applicat­ 
or. Use a wetting agent or stick­ 
er. These are usually recommend­ 
ed by the manufacturer. Allow the 
plants to dry before watering. 
Never mix two or more materials 
in the same mixture, unless you 
are sure they will not counteract 
each other or reaect to cause burn­ 
ing of the plant. 
Next week we will discuss the 
control of certain insects in the 
garden with these various insec­ 
ticides. 


You can save yourself real mon­ 
ey on your income tax by know­ 
ing what your home is worth 
when selling it.

That is, at­ 
torney’s fees, costs of title search 
and policy, appraisal fee, financ­ 
ing costs, cost of survey. 
Abo, expenses Involved in sett­ 


ing the house. These include the 
agent’s 
commission, 
advertising 
costs, abstract fee, recording fee, 
and so on. 
A third consideration is the im­ 
provements you have made on 
your home during time of owner­ 
ship. These are expenditures for 
alterations or additions which pro­ 
long the life of your property, In­ 
crease its value, (Hr fit it for an­ 
other use. 
These “capital expenditures” are 
likely to be far and away the most 
important category of the three. 
But you cannot include in this 
any expenses for maintenance or 
repairs which merely keep your 
property in good operating con­ 
dition. In other words, a new 
driveway is a capital expenditure 
—but a repair Job on your old 
drive, no matter how expensive, 
is not. 
Any Bureau of Internal office 
can give you a “yes” or “no” on 
other expenses you may wonder 
about as you make up your ac­ 
count.

The skill of American craftsmen 
has made it possible for everyone 
to own hand-blown or hand- 
pressed glassware. Owning it is one 
of the pleasures of bomemakinf. 
before making your first purchases, 
or re-stocking your shelves, learn 
to judge the fine qualities of good 
glassware and how to distinguish 
the various types available for 
your choice today. 
STEMWARE includes any glass 
with a~ bowl stem and base; a 
tumbler is a stemless drinking 
glass. Stems may be tall and 
graceful or so short they hardly 
exist, and all represent good de­ 
sign. Footed tumblers may be 
shaped so that they give the ef­ 
fect of having a squat stem. 
THIN BLOWN STEMWARE is 
formed by blowing molten glass 
with a blow-pipe. The finest blown 
glassware is crystal, which con­ 
tains lead for strength and clarity. 
The second type of handmade 
glass which you will find on store 
shelves is pressed g l a s s w a r e , 
shaped in a metal mold. Plates, 
bowls and larger pieces, as well 
as some heavier stemware, are 
made in this way. 
IN HAND-CUT GLASS, the de­ 
sign is made by holding a piece 
against a revolving wheel to cut 
the pattern. Indentations in the 
glass are deeper and the pattern 
usually simpler than in etched 
glass, whose design is made by 
dipping the ware Into an acid bath 
which traces a pattern on the 
glass except where it is protected 
by a wax coating. 
COLORED GLASS, as made In 
American glasshouses, Is usually 
simple, undecorated glass, but the 
term may also refer to clear glass 
hand-painted with birds, flowers 
and other designs. 
GOOD QUALITY A m e r i c a n 
glass has a permanent polish 
which results from repeated fire 
polishings. Rap the bowl of a 
piece of s t e m w a r e with your 
fingers. If it is a fine hand-blown 
piece, it will ring with a clear 


musical tone. Good quality pressed 
glass contains lime to give it 
toughness which causes It to give 
out a muffled tone when you tap 
it. Any good glass will 
sparkling clear against a 
background, while inferior 
often has a greenish or bluish 
tinge. 
What kind shall you buy? A 
noted interior decorator, Amelia 
Leavitt Hill, says, "That's a ques­ 
tion for your own taste.” Stemmed 
crystal is usually associated with 
formality; 
tumblers 
and 
low­ 
footed glasses with Informal meals. 
Cut-glass is generally considered 
more formal than plain. However, 
there is no hard and fast rule in 
modern design. The shape and de­ 
sign of glasses is more important 
than whether they are stemmed, 
and modem glassware Is often 
more distinguished when it is 
• simplest. Colored glass is attrac­ 
tive and in good taste at any time, 
especially in the informal dining 
or breakfast alcove. Some home 
furnishing experts suggest that 
you select an appropriate pattern 
of glassware for more formal, 
special occasions, and a more in­ 
formal one for everyday use. 
A FEW SUGGESTIONS to bring 
beauty to your table: 
In an 18th Century dining-room, 
etched or frosted glass with deli­ 
cate designs is lovely. For formal 
service, use your tall stemware. 
For daily dining, tumblers or a>K 
dium-stemmed goblets are prac­ 
tical and in good taste. 
Early American interiors call me 
pressed glass, milk glass or col­ 
ored glass.
